d'Aud- 


lan and Cafferel and Mmea. Limousin 
and Ratazzi, and the whole party had 
to stand in the dock together. 


The trouble may be said to have be^ 


gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
Grevy fell in love withan opera singer 
who need not be mentioned here. He 
wanted to marry her, and she wanted 
to marry him, and the papers were be- 
ginning to couple the two names In a 
manner most embarrassing 
to the pres- 


ident of the republic. 
The president 


however, sent the opera singer about 
bis business 
and found his daughter 


another husband, not a very good hus- 
band, but the best husband 
he could 
procure on the spur of the moment. 
His choice fellupon M.Daniel Wilson, 
who had long been one of M. Gravy's 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 


After Napoleon's downfall the ques- 


tion of suppressing 
the Legion of Hon- 


or arose. 
Chateaubriand, 
whom Napo- 


leon had not decorated, 
strongly urged 


its abolition. So did Puzzo di Borgo. 
Marshals 
Victor, Marmont and Mac- 


donald opposed. 
After debate It was 


decided to recognize and retain the or- 
der, not on any-high moral or patriotic 
grounds, 
but because 
Louis XVIII. 


could not afford to make himself more 
unpopular 
than 
he 
was already 
by; 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and Lamartine consent- 
ed to accept the red ribbon, but it waa 
also conferred upon a great number of 
worthless personages 
and 
so brought 


into contempt. . 


There 
have been 
many Legion of 


Flonor scandals 
since those days, but 


one of them surpasses 
all the others in 
magnitude. 
This is, of course, the WU- 


son 
scandal, 
the 
history 
of .which, 


though intricate, is worth recalling. 


Despite the Ridicule the Project at 
First 
Invited 
Its 
Inauguration 


Proved 
That 
Napoleon 
Knew 


French Hainan Nature. 


\u25a0 France owes the Legion of Honor td 
Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry had 
been abolished 
by the revolution and 
had left a gap which Itwas not easy to 
fill. 
"They are mere 
geegaws," 
said 
Monge, 
the chemist 
who had 
taught 


the revolutionists how to make gun- 
powder out of plaster of parts. . "Gee- 
gaws, if you will,"the first consul an- 
swered, "but people like them: 
Letus' 
approach 
the 
question 
frankly. 
All 
men are 
enamored 
of 
decorations— 
the French more than any. They posi- 
tively hunger for them, and they have 
always done so." 


This was at Malmalson in ISO2. In 
May the conseil d'etat was Invited to 
consider the project of the Institutioff- 
of the Legion of Honor. It was ridi- 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Hohenlinden was bit- 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
Ata dinner party he sent for his cook 
and said to him In the presence 
of his 
guests: 
"Michel,*Iam pleased 
with 
your dinner. 
You have indeed distin- 
guished yourself. I-wlll^award yon a 
saucepan 
of honor." 
Mme.de Stael 


was also satirical upon the subject 
"Ah,one of the decorated?" she used 
to ask each guest who was shown into 
her salon. 


But Napoleon had gauged human na- 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt want, and it was defi- 
nitely inaugurated 
on July 14, 1804. 
Among the eminent 
men •of science 


and men of letters on whom it"was 
then bestowed were included Laplace, 
the mathematician; 
Lalande, 'the as- 


tronomer; Cuvler, the naturalist, and 
Legouve, the poet 
The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernardin 
de St Pierre, just then in disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na- 
poleon had banished, but he got the 
decoration 
later on the entreaty of 


Queen Hortense. 


After Jena Goethe was decorated. 
A 
littlelater high promotion In the order 
was given to General 
Lamarque, 
to 


whom Sir Hudson Lowe had surrender- 
ed at Capri. 
"What did you do with 


him?" asked Napoleon. 
"The king of 
Naples had him exchanged 
for a Nea- 


politan general who was a prisoner In 
Sicily." "Very well; there is no harm 
in letting this English colonel go. Ho 
Is not dangerous." 
It seems 
not un- 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem- 
bered this sarcasm 
when he was Na- 


poleon's jailer a few years afterward.

rays to heat.

What actually happens 
in the case 


of fires attributed to the explosion of 
gas meters is usually this: Gas whLh 
has 
leaked 
from defective pipes 
or 


worked into the cellar from broken or 
defective street mains accumulates in 
pockets 
formed by rafters 
and 
else- 


where and remains 
there untilitcomes 


in contact 
with, an 
accidental 
fire 


of some sort. 
A fire starts in the cel- 


lar and the temperature gradually rises 
until the smoldering rubbish bursts In- 
to flame. 
This reaches 
the mixture of 


gas and air along the ceiling and an 
explosion follows. 


Ifthe seams of the meter are opened 


by the melting of the solder or by frac- 
ture from accident, 
the gas 
within it 


wouldescape, 
and, ifithad the chance, 


burn. 
Outside the meter itmight have 


opportunity to form the explosive mix- 
ture withair and do some damage. 


Should 
this admixture exist in a 


meter, which Is almost Impossible, its 
shell Is not strong enough to offer any 
great 
resistance, 
and 
should an ex- 


plosion occur by reason of fire reach- 
ing this admixture of gas and air the 
meter 
would be 
wrecked, 
but it Is 


doubtful of any other damage 
would 


result. 
None bos 
been wrecked from 


this cause. 


Ifa gas meter Is exposed 
to great 


heat from external fire, nothing very 
serious 
happens. 
The soldered seams 


willprobably 
melt, allowing the gas 


to escape. 
This gas Is not explosive, 


however. 
It becomes 
so only when 


mixed with air in certain definite pro- 
portions. 


Into and through Itpasses 
the gas, 


which enters 
through the service pipe 


connecting 
the main with the house, 


usually 
of half an Inch diameter. 
It 


has very littlecapacity for gas storage, 
and Is not strong enough to carry gas 
under a greater compression 
than, say, 


half a pound per square 
inch. 
More 


than this would bulge its sides. 
In 


point of fact the pressure 
of gas in 


meters is rarely more than enough to 
balance a column of water twoorthree 
inches high.

the northern town to the county seat 
on the south, as well as connecting 
the line with the present 
terminus 


at lone, should 
unquestionably 
be 


the ultimate end in view. 
The line 


would command the business 
of a 


population of at least 
15,000, 
and 
practically the whole of the enorm- 
ous traffic of the mines 
of Amador 


county, and a number 
of mines in 


Calaveras and El Dorado counties. 
There is probably not a wagon road 
in the 
state 
to-day that 
sustains 


such a heavy 
traffic as the twelve 


miles between 
lone 
and Jackson; 


and there is no such heavy 
popula- 


tion to be found elsewhere 
in Cali- 
fornia withinsuch 
easy 
reach 
of a 


main line, that lacks railroad facili- 
ties. 


" With the completion of the 


Standard Electric power plant, the 
construction of an electric railroad 
connecting the town's above 
named 


ought not to be so formidable 
an 


undertaking from a financial stand- 
point as to place itbeyond the reach 
of our own citizens to inaugurate 
it 
and conduct itto such a point as "to 
secure 
the balance 
of the capital 


necessary 
tocarry itto completion. 


We do not say there is enough avail- 
able capital within the county toput 
the project 
through. 
To get the 
road properly started is the matter 
of supreme 
importance.

SHERIFF'S 
FEES. 


Inrelation to the fees of this office, 
in the first place, 
six years 
a<*o the 
legislature, inits wisdom, saw fit tocut 
down the fees for the service of papers 
in civilactions so they aro now only 
about one-half what thov wore when I 
first went into tho sheriff's office. 
In 
criminalcases there aro no foes charge- 
able, honce the revenue the county de- 
rives from this sourco is confined to 
civilactions. Itis a well known fact 
that the sheriff is seldom callod upon 
to serve papers in civil cases 
for the 
attorneys save money for their clients 
by having service made by a citizen, 
which the law permits; 
for instance, 
by sending papers 
to some citizen in 
lone or Plymouth to serve, the-njile- 
age of $3 or $3.50, as tho case may bo, 
is saved. 
Intho second 
place, 
during- 
tho first years ofmy occupancy 
of the 
sheriff's office tho fees collected wore 
vary much more for tho reason, at that 
time, the fees had not been cut down 
and large attachment 
suits and sales, 
whore there were large commissions, 
such as that of Tho Amador Gold, The 
Clinton Consolidated, 
and the Govor 
mine were quito frequent. 
Whereas 
now, thank God, such cases are fewand 
far between inAmador county. In re- 
gard to foreign feos, which you claim 
has helped to swelltho income of this 
office, let us have 
tho truth and no 
guess work. Tho law requires me to 
keep a register of allpapers served and 
all fees collected by mo, which I- have 
always done. Ifind by reference 
to 
that register, I 
have received 
for .ser- 
vice, mileage, and commissions, in'for- 
eign cases, since the law went into ef- 
fect, allowingme to retain foreign reos. 
the princely sum of $10.17 
per month 
Suroly tho humblest taxpayer of Ama- 
dor county 
will not claim that this 
munificent monthly income willspeedi- 
ly make a bloated bond-holder 
of a 
country sheriff, or bankrupt a couDty 
Tn conclusion, Mr. Editor,I

At the 
power 
house 
three 
giant 
dynamos are inplace, with a total ca- 
pacity of 15,000 
horse power. 
This 
can be doubled if necessary, 
as it no 
doubt willbe in the near future. 
The totalcost of this enterprise runs 
up into the millions—some 
say live 
millions. 
Reckoning 
10,000 
horse 
powor available at $5 per month per 
horse power, we have a gross income 
of $50,000 per month, or $600,000 
per 
year. 
Out of thisoperating expenses— 
necessarily 
heavy of course— must be 
paid. 
But making a liberal allowance 
for these, there ought tobo a fairmar- 
gin leftforinterest in the investment. 
Amador county is proud of this great 
power generating 
enterprise. It is a 
step inthe development of the county 
only second to the mining industry it- 
self. 
The people of the county 
gen- 
erally hope that the company willreap 
a liberalreward for the inauguration 
of this big undertaking. 


With the prospective 
early comple- 


tion of the 
Standard 
Electric Com- 


pany's 
vast 
system 
of water storage 


and plants for tbo generation 
of elec- 
tric energy, it is not out of place 
lo 
give an outline of the mighty enter- 
prise, which, without much bustle or 
blowingof trumpets, 
has been 
started 
and pushed 
to, a finish right at our 
doors. 
Few people in Amador county 
realize that this undertaking 
in man v 
ways overtops 
every enterprise 
of a 
similar character in the world. When 
,it gets into successful 
operation it will 
advertise 
Amador 
county 
the world 
over as possessing 
the mightiest 
works 
yet devised by man for the creation of 
energy by the use 
of water, and its 
transmission 
to distances 
only a few 
years back 
deemed 
utterly impracti- 


cable. 
When 
the work 
was com- 
menced there were not wanting—as is 
always the case 
when human activity 
is directed at any vast 
outlay' or capi- 
talinto practically untried channels — 
those who predicted that it would not 
pay. 
Opinion now 
begins 
to 
veer 
round, and the outlook favors the con- 
clusion that when not only the present 
plant, but additional plans are carried 
out, it will prove a success 
from a 
financial as wellas an engineering stand- 
point. 
Electric power is conceded 
to 
be the coming power forthe operation 
ofmachinery. 
The mines of this coun- 
ty woreloath to take to it at the out- 
set. 
Objections were raised 
that it 
would not be as steady 
nor as readily 
controlled as steam 
or water power. 
Allthese misgivings have been 
swept 
away by actual experience. 
Wherever 
ithas been triedin the mines of this* 
section it has beeu pronounced 
as reli- 
able and manageable 
as any form of 
power heretofore tried. It is rapidly 
displacing steam and water, and in a 
few years it willunquestionably 
drive 
all competitors 
from the field. 
The 
water shed of the Blue Lakes 
system 


embraces a stretch of over 50 miles in 
length of the channel ofthe Mokelumne 
river. The total area covered 
by the 
drainage system, including the lakes at 
the head 
waters, is estimated 
at be- 
tween 300 and 4CO square 
miles. 
For 
50 miles from the main storage lakes 
the Mokelumne riveris made a part of 
the canal system. 
Atthis point, how- 
ever, the artificialcanal commences 
at 
the mouth of Millcreek, 
a tributary 
of the Mokelumne. 
Hero a tunnel 
1200 feet longhas been driven through 
solid rock to divert the water. 
This 
tunnel is not quite completed, 
but will 
be in the course of a week or two. 
From this point the canal runs a dis- 
tance of over 20 miles to the plant at 
Electra. 
There are twoparallel canals. 
The old and lower one which was con- 
structed 
by the old Amador Canal 
Company, and the upper and new, now 
being completed by the Standard Elec- 
tric Company. 
Longstretches 
of the 
newly constructed 
waterway 
consists 
of flumes, every box of which contains 
about a thousand feet of lumber, many 
millionsof foet of lumber being con- 
sumed in their construction. 
To sup- 
ply this lumber a sawmill owned by 
the company 
was kept running the 
whole oflast season, 
and an army of 
:arponters 
was employed in making 
rhe trestle work to receive the boxes. 
About 20 miles from the point of di- 
version carries 
the canal to Tabeaud 
reservoir. 
This is an artificial lake, 


constructed at enormous 
expense. 
It 
covers an area of nearly 
half a mile 
square. 
Its water shed is very small, 
its use being to store tho water flowing 
through the canal. Itis calculated 
to 
hold over 400,000,000 gallons, or 2,000,- 
000 tons of water. 
There are many 
artificial lakes 
of 
greater 
storage 


capacity than this/ 
Conemaugh 
lake, 
tho breaking 
of the dam of which 
caused tho destruction of Johnstown in 
Pennsylvania 
several years ago, <^con- 
tained inflood time sixteen milliontons 
of water. 
So that the turning loose of 
Tabeaud lake would represent 
a flood 
less than one-eighth the proportion of 
that memorable disaster. 
The remark- 
able feature about the Tabeaud 
reser- 
voir is the dam. 
This is 700 feet long, 


120 feet high, and 600 feet thick at the 
base, tapering to about 50 feot at the 
top. 
In height 
and thickness it is, 
without a rivalin the world. Itis con- 
structed entirely of earth, but tho ut- 
most care has been exercised in its 
building. Itibclaimed by the best en- 
gineering authorities that earth dams, 
properly constructed, 
willhold water 
and 
withstand pressure 
better than 
those of auy other material. 
Allrocks 
of uny size were excluded fromthe dam, 
and the earth 
was rolled and tamped 
carefully. 
There is no'probability of 
any 
contingency 
arising that would 
cause disaster by the giving way of this 
structure. 
The Conemaugh 
dam 
was 
builtof stone and wood, 
was 900 feet 
long, 100 feet high, and only 380 feet 
thick at Its base— a flimsy structure 
compared with Amador county's dam. 
Ashort distance fromthis reservoir, 
another "tunnel of 3000 feet in length 
occurs, and this carries the water into 
the pressure 
pipe that furnishes the 
power to the plant at Electra. 
This 
pipe is of quarter inch steel, twoand a 
half feet in diameter, 
nearly 
three 
quarters of a mileinlength, with 1500 
feet pressure.

Our cotemporary 
seems 
to be 
so 
absorbed over the incorporation 
is- 


sue that itcannot or willnot look at 
things in the right light. 
A pro- 


fessedly republican paper it seems 
to be lending itself to the democracy 
in uncalled-for 
and wholly unjusti- 


fiable attacks upon the supervisors. 
There is not the least danger of fair- 
minded men being influenced by such 
flings, other than to condemn 
them 


as unwarranted.

"Sutter Creek 
isn't able to get 
even a decent 
bridge on her Main 
street, over which there is 25 times 
as much travel as there willbe over 
the new bridge to be built at Jack- 
son." 


That statement 
of facts may be 
true, but itis none the less dishonest 
in the inference 
which it carries. 


Sutter 
Creek 
has 
just as good a 
bridge to-day as can be found in the 
county. It will compare 
favorably 


with any bridge at the county seat. 
Itis not wornout. It willstand the 
traffic of many years 
of active ser- 


vice yet. 
The only reason urged for 
a new bridge is that it is not wide 
enough for two teams 
to pass each 


other. 
The same may be said with 
equal truth of every bridge within 
the county. 
No one will deny that 
a wider bridge would be much better 
than the present one. 
No one 
will 
dispute that there is no place in the 
county where a wider bridge is more 
desirabfe than at Sutter Creek. But 
itis an open question 
whether 
the 


board of supervisors would be justi- 
fied in destroying a good serviceable 
bridge at' this point and incurring 
the heavy 
expense 
of erecting 
a 


wider one, before providing bridges 
at other 
desirable 
points in the 


county. 
We do not claim, that the 


new bridge at Jackson is an urgent 
need, but we do think that under the 
circumstances itought to take pre- 
cedence 
of the 
widening of sound 


bridges at any other point in the 
county. 
As a matter of fact 
the 


supervisors 
were anxious 
to meet 


the wishes of Sutter 
Creek 
on the 


question, and had actually called for 
plans and specifications for a larger 
.bridge at Sutter Creek, and the re- 
moval of the old structure 
to Jack- 


son, thereby endeavoring to satisfy 
the 
demands 
of all. 
But Sutter 


Creek took the matter out of the 
hands of the supervisors by present- 
ing the petition for incorporation. 
Incorporation 
would 
take 
Sutter 


Creek out of the jurisdiction of the 
supervisors 
as 
regards 
roads and 
bridges. 
Would it be just to the 


taxpayers 
of 
the 
county for the 
supervisors to proceed with the con- 
struction of the bridge while that 
issue remains undecided? 
Is itright 


that all the taxpayers 
should con- 


tribute toward an expensive bridge, 
toreplace a perfectly safe structure, 
at a .moment 
when the town was 
taking steps to withdraw its taxable 
property from contributing to the 
road and bridge funds of the county? 
Would such official action be likely 
to command public approval? 
Yet 


that is just what our cotemporary is 
contending for. It is in order for 
Sutter Creek to settle the littlemat- 
ter of incorporation 
before carping 


at the supervisors for neglecting the 
interests of that enterprising 
town.

The communication of sheriff Greg- 


ory, however, would have elicited no 
response on our part were itnot for 
the intimation that our article was 
based on guesswork. 
We must deny 


this charge. 
Officialfigures and the 


law are given to back up our state- 
ment of facts; and 
the facts stand 


undisputed. 
We were not inquiring 


into the subject of how much or how 
little the sheriff was benefitted 
by 


the changes in the fee system. 
The 


emoluments 
of the sheriff and tax 


collector is a distiuct branch of the. 
subject which we propose to take up 
hereafter. 
All we have contended 
for so far is that Amador 
coun- 
ty is out and injured by the cutting 
down and diversionof 
fees 
that for- 
merly found their way into the coun-- 
ty treasury, and the sheriff's office 
is the most notable instance 
of this 
injurious change. 


We publish in another 
column an 


article by sheriff Gregory, purport- 
ing to give from his 
interested 


standpoint 
an 
explanation of the 


decline in couuty revenue 
derived 


from fees collected 
by that officer. 


We have no. desire 
to mislead our 


readers, or to create a false impres- 
sion concerning any county official. 
We are not aware that we have done 
so in this instance. 
The object of 


the article was 
to call attention to 


the fact that inrecent years 
the fee 
system has been manipulated to the 
county's loss in all cases 
and the offi- 


cers' gain insome cases. 
The sheriff's 


office was instanced 
because it fur- 


nishes in our opinion, the most strik- 
ing example of this tendency. 
Our 


motive is to awaken public interest 
to a point that both parties willbe 
impelled 
to demand 
reform, 
and 


pledge 
candidates 
to that policy. 


This is no reflection upon present in- 
cumbents, unless they have been in- 
strumental 
in bringing about 
the 


changes 
which have 
reduced 
the 
county's revenue 
from fees, and of 


that 
we have no knowledge. 
Any 


legal reform along this line cannot 
affect 
present 
office holders; may 


not apply to their successors. 
The 


fee business 
should be diverted in 


its entirety to the county, and radi- 
cally readjusted 
at that, and 
the 
system so amended should be made 
to take effect at the earliest possible 
moment. 
We take this stand not as 


a partisan, but because 
we believe it 
to be one important 
step 
in the 


equitable rearrangement 
of the bur- 


dens of government.
